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Continuation of 3. NOTE: (a) claim 11 is a duplicate of claim 5, and should be deleted. Claim 15 is confusing by requiring the recovery 
rate to exist before the porous body is formed. The following amendment to claim 15 is suggested: bridging lines 2 and 3, cancel "and 
having a recovery rate of 10% to 100% after 50% compression", and after "thaw" in the last line insert — to obtain said porous body, 
wherein said porous body has a recovery rate of 10% to 100% after 50% compression 

Claim 16 is inconsistent with claim 1 by reciting "aqueous solution containing sericin" since the solution can contain material other than 
sericin, whereas claim 1 requires the porous skeleton to be formed of a material consisting of sericin. The following amendment is 
suggested to claim 16: line 2, cancel "containing" and insert — of a material consisting of—, and in the last line, after "thaw" insert — to 
obtain said porous body
